Town Warrant 


To Eleanor L. Giles, Constable of the Town of New Sharon in the 
County of Franklin, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of New Sharon qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet in Lancaster Hall, in said town, 
on Monday, the second day of March A.D. 1942, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles, to wit: 

ArticLe 1. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose all other necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of common schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of text-books for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to purchase school supplies for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of high school for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay interest charges for the ensuing year. 
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Arr. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repair of summer roads and bridges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to pay for cutting bushes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to pay for snow and ice removal for the ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to be used for war emergency, including civilian defense. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to purchase snow fence for the ensuing year. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay incidental expense, including town officers’ bills 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay on town debt for the ensuing year. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay for street lights for the ensuing year. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25.00 for advertising our natural resources, advantages and 
attractions, under the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised 
Statutes, said money to be expended through the State of Maine 
Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, 
or under the provisions of Chapter 213, Public Laws of 1931. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay expense and for additional equipment for the Fire 
Department for the ensuing year. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for school house repair for the ensuing year. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay for the services of a health officer and nurse for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 24. To see what sum, if any, the town would recommend to 
take from the joint state aid account for the purpose of applying 
bituminous surface treatment to State Aid roads, in excess of the re- 
quirements of Section 2, Chapter 132, Public Laws 1935. 


Art. 25. To see what sum, if any, the town would recommend to 
take from the third class apportionment for the purpose of applying 
bituminous surface treatment to Third Class Roads, in excess of the 
requirements of Section 1, Chapter 207, Public Laws 1939. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to provide one or more 
public dumping lots in town and appropriate such sum as necessary 
to maintain the same. 


Art. 27. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer 
to make temporary loans, said loans to be approved by the Selectmen, 
and not to exceed the total tax levy of the preceding municipal year in 
which said loans are made, said loans to be paid out of money raised 
by taxes during the current year in which said loans are made, in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 83, Chapter 5, of the Revised 
Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
on behalf of the town to sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the town for non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem 
advisable, and to execute quit-claim deeds for such property, also to 
assign tax mortgage liens. 


Art. 29. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of third class highways, for the 
ensuing year, as provided in Section 4, Chapter 173, Public Laws 
of 1935. 


Art, 30. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of State Highways for the ensuing 


year, as provided in Section 8, Chapter 149, Public Laws 1935. 
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Art. 31. To see what action the town will take in regard to plow- 
ing roads in Winter. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to give a discount of 2% 
on all taxes paid before July Ist and 19 on all taxes paid before 
Sept. Ist. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
authorize the Treasurer to deduct 33 1-394 from each employee on each 
payroll that has an unpaid tax. 


Art. 34. To see how the taxes shall be collected and when made 
payable. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to re-open the road leading 
from the five corners to the former Bert Gordon farm. 


Art. 36. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 


The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in session in 
the above named hall at nine o’clock in the forenoon on the day of said 
meeting, for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


ANNUAL REPORT — NEW SHARON, 1941 


During the past year a generalized public health program, under 
the auspices of the State Bureau of Health, has been carried on, includ- 
ing maternal, infant and child health, crippled children, communicable 
disease and school health services. Maternal, infant and child health 
have been stressed because the health of the adult depends on his 
physical and mental fitness as a child. 


Expectant mothers were visited to advise them on the importance 
of and to help them secure adequate medical care if they had not already 
done so. Those under medical supervision were helped with plans for 
confinement, interpretation of doctor’s orders, diets, general good health 
habits and individual problems. 


A child health conference was held during the summer at which 
time infants and preschool children were examined by a local doctor. 
Several children were given toxoid to prevent diphtheria and vaccina- 
tions to prevent smallpox. Local volunteers assisted the nurse. 


Home visits were made to infants and preschool children to assist 
with or advise on nursing care, diets, habit training, prevention of com- 
municable diseases or other problems. 


After conference with the school superintendent, teachers and doctor, 
it was decided to omit doing so many routine and hurried inspections 
and instead to give better examinations to a small group. The first and 
fifth grades and freshmen were selected for these examinations. Another 
year it is planned to follow the same procedure and to have the parents 
present if possible. Hearing tests, with the use of the State Audiometer, 
were done on all the children above the third grade. Other tests and 
inspections have been done by the teachers, the nurse acting in an 
advisory capacity. In the spring vaccinations and toxoids will be given 
through the cooperation of the local doctor. A few children, who other- 
wise would be unable to have care, will be given free dental service at the 
Farmington Hospital clinic. 
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Due to defense preparations and more publicity, there is more in- 
terest in health problems. It is hoped that in the future a health 
committee can be organized to interpret the public health program.

TEACHERS 


The most important factor in any school system is its corps of 
teachers. In the long run the choosing of teachers is the most important 
task school committees and superintendents perform. For the twenty- 
one years of my service in New Sharon the members of the school com- 
mittees, both you of the present committee and your predecessors in 
office, have performed this duty carefully and conscientiously, always 
with full regard for the fact that the degree of excellence of the schools, 
the welfare of the children of the community, was at issue in every 
choice made. Appointments have not been made hastily, nor under 
pressure. The task often has been a most difficult one, an unpleasant 
one. The easy way would be to appoint quickly the condidate who 
brought the most pressure to bear. But the right way, which is also 
the hard way, is carefully to weigh qualifications, to regard all angles 
of each situation, to ignore all considerations except that of securing for 
each vacant position the best candidate available. I commend you, and 
your predecessors, for the care and skill and devotion with which you 
have performed this task, and I congratulate the citizens of New Sharon 
on their having such faithful servants in office. 

Beginning teachers, no matter how well trained, are not at the 
highest point of efficiency. Native aptitude for teaching is essential, a 
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good education and scholarship are necessary, but things must be learned 
by actual experience in the classroom. 

A teacher should grow in skill and power throughout active service; 
a teacher who does not improve from year to year is of doubtful value. 
Thus, after promising candidates for positions are secured, it is im- 
portant that such conditions be maintained that they can continuously 
become better teachers. The teacher’s salary should be not on a bare 
existence level, but on a cultural level, if he is to be a growing teacher. 
Is his salary such that he can live comfortably (not extravagantly), can 
dress in good taste, can enter the social life of the community, and can 
afford study or travel which will add to his effectiveness? If a man, 
can he afford to marry and raise a family, and live in a respectable 
manner and pay his bills while doing so? 


REMARKS 

An acute shortage of teachers now exists. Teachers are not leaving 
school because they wish to, but because they have to. Unless salaries 
are increased teachers will be forced to leave in much larger numbers 
next year. The increasing flow of teachers into better paid occupations 
threatens the quality of educational opportunity because these teachers 
cannot be replaced by adequately trained persons. Already standards 
are being lowered by the granting of special certificates. Prices are 
going up and the value of the buyer’s dollar is coming down. Now is 
the time to permit more generous financial support of schools. Incomes 
in general are rising faster than the cost of living. Property is worth 
more. ‘Tax delinquency is less. 

Both the schools and teachers are doing good work. 


FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 

As I stated in my last year’s report in order to hold our high school 
in the A Class we must still raise $75.00 for high school library and 
$75.00 for science equipment. This must be done each year until 
further notice. 

Our repair account shows a deficit due to emergency projects. Our 
Equalization Fund for the past year was $784.00. 

The above fund to be expended as follows: 


Salary Increases $438 00 
Textbooks & Supplies 146 00 
Library & Reference Books 100 00 
Laboratory Supplies 100 00 


Most of the above fund will have been expended by the time this 
report goes to press.

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Report of High School Principal 


f February 8, 1943. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, School Committee and Citizens of 
of New Sharon: 


I hereby submit to you the following report concerning your high 
school: 

Below is the enrollment statement as of the beginning of the second 
term. There has been no change in enrollment since that time. 


BOYS GIRLS TOTAL 
Freshmen 5 5 10 
Sophomores 3 9 12 
Juniors 5 1 6 
Seniors 3 Zi 
Total 16 19. 35 


Attendance has been very good during the second term, and there 
is no truancy problem. The same cannot be said of tardiness, but about 
50°% of the total tardiness can be blamed to weather conditions and fac- 
tors connected with the travel situation. If the other 50°% could be 
eliminated, our school also would have a good record in this respect. 

The following courses are being offered this year: English I, Eng- 
lish II, English III and IV, Latin I, General Mathematics (following 
generally the Army and Navy refresher course), Geometry, Physics, 
Biology, Civics, Social Problems, Economic Geography and Business 
Training. 

With the beginning of the third term, the schedule has been re- 
vised to include a daily period of Physical Education for boys and a 
similar daily period for girls. This permits a study period for each group 
while the other is using the gymnasium. A physical fitness program 
closely following that recommended by the State Director of Physical 
Education is being used. 
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A half year course in Electricity was started at the beginning of 
the third term, and will follow the course of study recommended by 
the Army and Navy as a pre-induction course. The class includes four 
Seniors and five Juniors. 

With our new schedule, assembly exercises are held once each week 
and utilize a full fifty minute period. The period is being used for 
religious exercises, motion pictures, meetings of the student body and 
short plays and dramatizations by the students. On February 5th the 
Business Training class used the period for presenting, by means of 
dramatization, the reasons for and methods to be used in Point Ration- 
ing. The Freshman English class is scheduled to present an assembly 
program soon. The educational motion pictures “SHE SAVES WHO 
SEWS”, “MEAT AND ROMANCE”, “ CITRUS ON PARADE”, 
“ELECTROSTATICS” and “LAND: OF LIBER DY are: scheduled 
to be shown this term. “TREES FOR TOMORROW ”, the story of 
the lumber industry, and “EVER SINCE EDEN”, the story of the 
tomato were shown during January. 

Extra-curricular activities have been reduced somewhat due to travel 
conditions. Both boys and girls have had only limited basketball prac- 
tice and few games. Each has played two games with the town teams, 
and each has won one and lost one. A third game for each team is 
planned. The boys’ team has played two games with Farmington 
Normal School, losing both by wide margins, but playing well against 
a team of superior height and experience. Two games have been played 
by both boys and girls against Strong High School. Strong won all 
these contests. The boys’ team will enter the Franklin County Tourna- 
ment if it is held. Eleven boys, a total of 70°% of the boy enrollment, 


comprises the boys’ squad. Twelve girls, or a total of 63% of the girl. 


enrollment, forms the girls’ squad. This is a total of 669% of the school 
enrollment taking part in basketball. 

The annual Christmas Party was held on the last day of school 
before the beginning of the Christmas vacation, and included the radio 
play Dickens’ “A CHRISTMAS CAROL”. The play was presented 
by the Junior-Senior English class using a microphone placed in a class 
room. ‘The play was “received” on loudspeakers placed in the as- 
sembly hall and was enjoyed by the rest of the high school students and 
all the grades. An amateur hour followed the three short motion pic- 
tures, “LAKE CARRIER”, “MEN AND THE SEA” and “MAN- 
POWER ” were shown. The Reverend Mr. Staples opened the program 
with prayer and a short Christmas sermon. Mr. Staples also has con- 
ducted opening exercises on one other occasion. . . 
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The Senior Class will present its annual play this term, but at this 
writing it has not been selected. No definite plans for graduation ac- 
tivities have been made up to this point. 

It is planned to torm a unit of the HIGH SCHOOL VICTORY 
CORPS immediately, and the class in Business Training plans to sell 
War Savings Stamps throughout the remainder of the school year. 
Earlier in the year the whole school participated in a scrap drive, and 
the proceeds from this were used to purchase athletic equipment. 

The members of the Civics class plan to attend town meeting in a 
body to better enable them to understand town affairs, and if possible, 
the entire student body will attend. 

The people of the town and especially parents are cordially invited 
to attend our assembly exercises and to visit school at any time. We 
believe that close co-operation among parents, townspeople, students 
and teachers makes for a stronger and better school.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


Officers and Citizens 
New Sharon, Maine 


During the past year we have all been vitally war conscious. Many 
of us public health nurses find it difficult to remain at home and do the 
same thing day after day, when our nurse friends and classmates are 
serving with our Army and Navy here and in foreign fields. We are 
encouraged by our counselors and nursing organizations to continue 
with the work for which we are trained as they feel we are contributing 
to “total defense”, that our role is a vital one, that through our work 
in homes, schools and communities we are helping to build up the man- 
power of the nation. Convincing others of the value of good health 
so they will want it and will work for it is not very dramatic but it is 
the service the public health nurse offers for the “home front”. A 
visit to an expectant mother to advise on the importance of medical care 
as early in pregnancy as possible, a visit to a crippled child to advise clinic 
attendance for diagnosis or treatment, a visit to a mother of a new baby 
to show her how to fix the baby’s formula, a visit to a parent of a school 
child to advise on the need of vision correction, these and other visits 
do not appear to be defense services but they may influence the future 
health and happiness of some individual. While the emphasis has been 
placed on “ defense ” and there have been many new demands as teach- 
ing classes, recruiting volunteers, assisting local defense committees and 
such, at the same time a generalized public health program has been 
carried on. A summary of the work of the past year is as follows: 

There were 67 children vaccinated against smallpox, 64 were given 
diphtheria immunizations and 5 were given whooping cough innocu- 
lations. 

There were 19 visits made to maternity patients, to help plan for 
medical and nursing care, interpret doctor’s orders, demonstrate care of 
mother and baby, advise on diets and general good health habits. 

Twenty-three visits were made to infants and 16 to preschool chil- 
dren. These visits were made to advise or assist with general care,

diets, habit training, protection from communicable disease and other 
problems as they arose. 

During the fall assistance was given to Dr. Floyd in examinations 
of school children. Forty-four children were examined, 3 parents pres- 
ent. More examinations, vaccinations and immunizations are planned 
before the close of the school year. 

A child health conference was held in the fall and 11 children and 
infants were examined by Dr. Floyd. Local volunteer workers assisted. 
As there seems to be increased interest it is hoped these conferences can 
be planned more frequently. 


‘Interested parents, teachers and local officials have helped to make 


the public health program more successful.
